It's always a treat when 
VAMPI takes over her own 
magazine, and VAMPIREL- 
LA #54 was no exception. 

Gonzalo Mayo turned in 
yet another masterful per- 
formance on the art. The lush 
sensuality which marks 
Mayo's VAMPI was, of course, 
delightfully evident. But Gon- 
zalo's treatment of the blood- 
lusting VAMPIRELLA was es- 
pecially impressive. In fact, 
I'd venture to 6ay that never 
has Vampi's predatory nature 
been so exquisitely embodied. 
Beautyand sensuality mingled 
with exotic menace and more 
than a touch of the sinister— 
now that's VAMPIRELLA! 
Bravo Gonzalo, and more 
Mayo! 

Gerry Boudreau's writing, 
though aided immensely by 
the artwork, was impressive 
in its own right. The only weak 
spot was his use of Paul Dalt- 
rey as VAMPI'S victim. It was 
obvious after the first few 
pages that Daltrey would be 
the one to die. This unimag- 
inative plot device tends to 
crop up whenever a cast of 
"regulars" is used. Whenever 
we met a new crewman on 
Star Trek for example, we 
knew that some dastardly 
doom was sure to befall him. 

Despite this drawback, the 
character of Daltrey was used 
very effectively. Intact charac- 
terization in general was the 
name of the game for this 
mini-epic. 

Boudreau took a' rather 
complex plot and made it 
even more involved by using 
the multi-perspective first 
person form of narration. 
This device allowed us to see 
more in-depth characteriza- 
tion in one issue than the 
series had evinced for some 
time. We could "get inside" 
each character. It is easy to 
bog down a story using this 
technique— to fragment the 
story flow— and it is to Boud- 
reau's credit that he largely 
avoided that pitfall. The re- 
sult was a story destined, I'm 
sure, to become a classic in 
the VAMPIRELLA series. 

After the VAMPI novelette, 
"Bowser" seemed glaringly 
out of place. It was, however, 
an enjoyable bit of fluff. Rich 
Cor ben's artwork fit the story 
perfectly. 

I can t close without men- 
tioning the inside cover (I'm 
glad they're back.) — classic 
Jose Gonzalez VAMPI.

ONE DOWN . . . 

It would be patently false 
to say Charlton left any 
great artistic legacy when 
it folded its comic-book tent 
late in September. Neverthe- 
less, its checkered 20-year 
record as the industry's most 
durable also-ran did offer 
some isolated bright spots. 

There was always Steve 
Ditko and his long associa- 
tion with the Derby, Conn, 
company founded by the 
Santangelo family. Besides 
a mountain of sparkling art- 
work on drearily written 
ghost, horror and science- 
fiction tales, Ditko produced 
a number of outstanding sto- 
ries for characters such as 
Capt. Atom and The Blue 
Beetle. 

Best of all, perhaps, Charl- 
ton was the only company 
where Ditko was given suffi- 
cient freedom to successfully 
commercialize his libertarian 
philosophies and his legen- 
dary and controversial Mr. 
A character. What develop- 
ed was The Question, a Mr. 
A surrogate written for mass 
consumption, a character as 
unique as any ever created 
in comic books. It has al- 
ways been my opinion that 
the single best comic book 
ever produced was Mysteri- 
ous Suspense, a summer one-, 
shot containing three 8-page 
Question tales of truly epic 
proportions. 

What was most significant 
about Charlton, however, 
was its unique way of con- 
ducting business and the 
ramifications its demise has 
for the rest of the doddering 
comic-book industry. 

Charlton was, analysts 
will eventually write, one 
of the few general-interest 
periodical publishers to 
maintain a long-term interest 
in comic books. Even today 
it remains a small but power- 
ful force in the consumer 
market, buoyed by its peren- 
nial best seller, Hit Parader, 
a horde of crossword-puzzle 
books, a number of "hot" 
citizen- band radio maga- 
zines and just enough "fad" 
titles to keep rolling along. 

Above all, Charlton was 
one of a handful of publish- 
ers that ever had total con- 
trol over the destiny of its 



comic books. Aided by free- 
lancers, they generated the 
Editorial content, of course, 
but they also had their own 
four-color presses, and 
through its Capital Distri- 
buting subsidiary, also dis- 
seminated the books. 

That such a compact or- 
ganization—which was 
also a tightly-knit family- 
owned company— decided it 
could no longer be bothered 
with comic books bodes bad- 
ly for the industry as a whole. 
No remaining comic-book 
publisher has control over 
its printing, surely the most 
explosive economic factor in 
today's comic-book publish- 
ing business, and that makes 
all of them even more vul- 
nerable to a new round of 
inflation than Charlton was. 
As for Charlton's comic 
operation itself, it appeared 
the company would remain 
in the comic business even 
after a corporate shakeup— 
which resulted in publisher 
John Santangelo wresting 
control from a now-deposed 
young executive who had 
married into the family. As 
late as Wednesday, Sept. 15, 
Charlton had decided to con- 
tinue publishing 19 titles— 
mostly ghost and love books 
— and discontinue only those 
magazines using characters 
licensed from King Features. 
But by Friday the 17th, the 
word had gone out that Sant- 
angelo had decided to gut 
comics production altogeth- 
er. 
ONE TO GO . . . 

About the same time Charl- 
ton threw in the four- 
color towel, the powers- 
that-be at Western Publish- 
ing decided to consolidate 
its line of Gold Key comics 
and concentrate only on 
books featuring Disney char- 
acters. 

All other Gold Key comic 
books were killed. 

Only months ago, Gold 
Key sources say, the com- 
pany was considering a rela- 
tively large upgrading of its 
small adventure line, but 
consistent sales declines and 
the generally weak economy 
apparently dictated the con- 
solidation. 

On top of all this, it has 
been reliably reported that 



Western would love to sell 
off the remnants of its comic- 
book operation. Unfortun- 
ately for the Racine, Wiscon- 
sin corporation, no one's 
been dumb enough to express 
interest. 

AND THE REST TO 
FOLLOW? 

Lest you think this shuf- 
fling is an indication that 
comic books are begin- 
ning to fray only around the 
fringes, it should be noted 
that things continue to 
worsen at both major com- 
panies. 

At National, for example, 
it has been a badly kept 
secret for months that 
Warner Communications' en- 
tire publishing and distri- 
bution division is available 
to the first company making 
a reasonable offer. Besides 
National comics, the Warner 
publishing operation in- 
cludes Mad magazine, War- 
ner Paperback Library and 
Independent News, the na- 
tion's largest periodical dis- 
tribution company. 

The reason Warner wants 
out of publishing in gen- 
eral and comics in speci- 
fic is simple: the publishing 
division had its second con- 
secutive yearly loss of $5 
million in 1975. Even the 
final disposal of Warner's 
money-eating foreign pub- 
lishing operation may not 
offset 1976 declines being 
suffered because of a sudden, 
unexpected economic slow- 
down in this year's second 
and third quarters. For the 
record, both National comics 
and Warner Paperback Li- 
brary lost money in 1975 
while profits for Indepen- 
dent News and Mad declined 
from 1974 levels. 

Moreover, the two-year 
loss of $10 million in pub- 
lishing compares very un- 
favorably with Warner's 
three other wholly-owned 
divisions: Warner records 
and music publishing earn- 
ed $96.8 million profit in the 
same two years; Warner TV 
and motion pictures made 
$95.6 million in profits in 
1974 and 1975; and 1975 
marked the first profitable 
year ($2 million) for War- 
ner's much-touted Cable 
communications division. 



In short, a company earn- 
ing more than $75 mil- 
lion annually in pre-tax 
income and expecting mas- 
sive future profits from cable 
television is not going to 
be interested in an unprofit- 
able publishing division with 
almost no hope of profits. 

Soon as the right buyer tod- 
dles along, National Comics 
and the whole publishing 
division will be sold. 

Marvel's parent corpora- 
tion, Cadence, has the oppo- 
site problem. It is a small 
conglomerate— by compari- 
son to Warner— and seems to 
be constantly wracked by in- 
ternal corporate haggling 
between chairman Sheldon 
Feinberg and dissidents like 
Bernard Sack. 

Cadence simply doesn't 
have much money to waste 
these days since it carries 
a number of marginal sub- 
sidiary firms. Marvel, opera- 
ting on monthly profits of 
less than $1,000 on some 
titles and at a loss on some 
others, is still being operated 
because its existence makes 
a profit for another division, 
Curtis Circulation. 

Now this type of corporate 
symbiosis is fine when 
the economy is good, as 
the first quarter indicated 
1976 might be. But 1976 is 
disappointing even the best 
analysts and corporations 
of Cadence's size and econo- 
mic scope will have to take a 
hard look at every division 
at year end. Marvel is mar- 
ginal—valuable only as a 
by-product rather than an 
individual commodity— and 
so is Hudson Vitamin, an- 
other Cadence division. 

It is entirely conceivable, 
Cadence executives admit 
privately, that one or more 
of these marginal divisions 
may have to be terminated 
or sold off to keep Cadence 
profitable— and a respectable 
investment risk in the eyes 
of Wall Street. 

Marvel Comics would be 
a prime limb for pruning and 
it may not be coincidental 
that Stan Lee recently had 
his offices on the Cadence 
executives' floors taken 
away, leaving him only his 
Marvel offices on the rank- 
and-filers' floor.
